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VBT Police investigate 
triple homicide tied to 
Indiana fatal accident

Van Buren Township Police went to 6655 
Anna Drive in Homestead subdivision last 
Thursday morning to bring the sad news 
of a husband’s death in an Indiana traffic 
accident to his next of kin. 

But, police found the wife and two 
children murdered and a bloody 8 4” knife 
in the sink. The dead father turned into the 
prime suspect. 

The victims are identified as Linda 
Vanderlinden, 34, dead from strangulation 
and a secondary stab wound to the chest, 
and her sons Julien, 7, and Matthew, 4, 
both dead from multiple stab wounds to 
the chest and arms. The Wayne County 
Coroner, after Friday’s autopsies, was 
unable to determine the times of death for 
all three family members. 

The boys were found in their beds in their 
bedrooms and Linda was found on the floor 
in her bedroom. 

Michael Vanderlinden, 38, who had a 
history of depression and domestic abuse, 
according to neighbors, had left the house 
at 9:30 p.m. the night before according to a 
witness and died in a head-on collision on 
I-94 in Indiana, according to Indiana State 
Police. 

This was at Mile Marker 43, three miles 
east of the Michigan City exit. Vanderlinden 
left the rest park area going the wrong way 
just before the crash. 

Indiana State Police say Vanderlinden 
was driving his Chrysler 300 with his lights 
off going eastbound in the westbound lane. 
At about 1:30 a.m. Thursday, he collided 
with a car driven by Juan Nelson, Jr., 45, 
of Portage, IN and a fire engulfed the 
two vehicles, with both drivers dead at 
the scene. Both charred bodies had to be 
extricated from their entangled vehicles by 
the LaPorte Fire Department. 

Because of the intense blaze, any

Signed, racist email 
touches off storm in 


Van Buren Twp. 


Since Paul White was elected VBT 
supervisor four years ago, Cejay Marshall 
has sent 75-80, rude, hostile emails attacking 
White personally. He’s also sent such emails 
to others, including the Independent. 

But, the email he sent to VBT Clerk Leon 
Wright who beat Marshall’s candidate for 
clerk in the primary election went far over 
the line into racist territory. 

Marshall had sent copies of the Aug. 
14 email to a select few officials and at 
Tuesday’s four-hour board meeting, an irate 
Adam Byrd grilled some of them on their 
feelings on diversity. Of course, everyone 
said they were for diversity. 

Marshall said calling him a racist was 
“a damned lie” and explained he was only 
speaking of demographics when he pointed 
out the color of Wright’s skin and failed 
cities with “unqualified people of color” as 
elected leaders... and more. 

Wright said since he was elected four 
years ago he has tried to treat everyone with 
respect. He recalled his childhood when his 
mother scooped up her children and took 
them to safety to protect them from the men 
burning a cross nearby. 

Wright was calm and professional as 
Marshall ranted at the podium with arms 
flailing and face getting increasingly red. 

Trustee Hart suggested Wright sit down 
with Marshall to discuss it. Discuss racism? 
Get serious. The Dept. of Justice may be 
back to deal with VBT racism again as it 
was over the Walmart parking incident. 


Last week I received an unsigned note in 
the mail from a Martinsville Road resident 
in Van Buren Township. It read: 

“When Riggs Heritage Park opened up 
a few years ago it was a beautiful place to 
go for a walk. Now it is the most neglected, 
abandoned park in all Van Buren and 
Belleville. 

“I will not walk the park alone for fear of 
getting attacked because of all the overgrown 
bushes and weeds. No one would see me 
getting attacked.

Call for letter recipients 
to disavow racism

Township: 

Just one week after the primary election, 
Clerk Leon Wright received an email from 
a Van Buren Township resident that I was 
privy in reading. A courtesy copy was 
additionally emailed to Treasurer Sharry 
Budd, Trustee Phil Hart, Trustee Jeffrey 
Jahr, Trustee Albert Ostrowski, Trustee 
Denise Partridge, Linda Combs (township 
supervisor candidate), Regina Miller 
(trustee candidate), and Greg Laurain 
(captain of the Van Buren Township Police 
Department).

evidence that might have helped was 
burned up, according to VBT Police 
Captain Gregory Laurain, who handled all 
the television, radio, and print journalists 
pleas for information during the initial 
hours of the investigation and in the days 
that followed. 

“We are still pursuing and following up 
leads,” Captain Laurain said on Friday. 
“While the husband Michael Vanderlinden 
is suspected of being responsible for 
the killings, we have not reached any 
conclusions and our investigation is still 
continuing.” 

Laurain said sources are telling police 
that there might have been a strain in their 
marriage in the past few months and that 
Michael was in the process of moving out 
of their house. 

Michael, from Belgium, worked in 
information technology. Linda had been 
a teacher and was a stay-at-home mom, 
according to reports. 

Last November, VBT police received 
a 911 call from Linda. She said poison 
control told her to get her husband to the 
hospital because he took six sleeping pills 
on purpose. According to the police report, 
Linda was leaving him and he shook her. 
She filed a report on this but, police say, the 
prosecutor’s office did not issue a warrant. 
She ultimately returned to Michael. 

Laurain said VBT received a call from 
the LaPorte County Medical Examiner 
Thursday morning, asking VBT Police to

make a death notification to the family. At 
8:30 a.m., officers went to the Vanderlinden 
home, but no one answered the door. The 
neighbors said they believed the family 
was home and the car was in the garage. 

Police found the front door unlocked and 
entered, finding the bodies and a knife in 
the sink. Captain Laurain said counselors 
have been provided for officers. 

Van Buren Public School Supt. Michael 
Van Tassel sent out a news release stating 
that as a service to the community, a grief 
counselor would be available on Friday, 
Aug. 17, at Savage Elementary School.

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Court Watching 
Four VBT teens charged 


in armed robbery go to 


court again on Aug. 31

Four Van Buren Township teenagers 
charged in the March 22 armed robbery in 
Wagon Wheel South mobile home park - 
- where a home’s front door was kicked in 
and a couple was held at gunpoint -- will 
go to trial on Oct. 9 at the Frank Murphy 
Hall of Justice in Detroit. 

All four were 17 years old when 
arrested. 

Their next court date is a pre-trial hearing 
set for 11 a.m. Aug. 31. 

On Aug. 16, the arraignment on the 
evidence was held before Circuit Court 
Judge Gregory Bill. Wayne County 
Assistant Prosecutor Kimberly Hesse spoke 
for the People and the four defendants 
had three attorneys present, since Renj 
Scribbling-Elmore’s attorney Jonathan 
Jones did not show up for court. 

Other defendants were Brandon Fair, 
with his new attorney Alvin Sallen; Joseph 
Marsh, with a fill-in attorney for his regular 
attorney Murray Duncan; and Jaleel 
Booker, with his attorney Larry Polk. 

Also present was the female victim of the 
robbery and the owner of the trailer park. 

Attorney Sallen and an attorney speaking 
on behalf of Marsh asked for the pre-trial 
hearing to be postponed 2-3 weeks to give 
them time for discovery. Sallen added that 
the Wayne County Prosecutor’s Office has 
made no movement to reduce charges. 

After a long sidebar between Prosecutor 
Hesse, two attorneys and Judge Bill, there 
was a plea offer of one count armed robbery 
and one felony firearms, with a sentence 
of 5-20 years plus 2 years for a weapons 
charge. That would mean the charges of 
home invasion and possession of marijuana 
would be dismissed. The attorneys asked 
for 51 months. 

Fair’s attorney Sallen was not willing to 
present the offer to his client.. 

Next, Jaleel Booker’s attorney Polk asked 
for a motion to quash 34" District Court 
Judge Brian Oakley’s preliminary ruling to 
bind Booker over to circuit court. Polk said 
Judge Oakley used the words “assume and

assumption” during the exam testimony 
about a cellphone call to his client. He 
questioned how you could assume who 
made the call to the residence and where 
the call came from. He stated there was no 
testimony to support his client made the call 
and it was improper for Judge Oakley to 
bind his client over on his assumption just 
because he was in a car with a cellphone. 

Quoting from the 34" District court 
transcripts many times, Judge Bill stated 
that the court is allowed to use “near 
presence” in testimony and look at the 
totality of testimony. He stated that Booker 
made a statement that he took guns and 
masks out of the car which put him in “near 
presence”. 

Polk argued there was nothing to indicate 
when his client became aware of anything 
going on. Judge Bill again relied on the 
34" District Court transcripts to quote 
Prosecutor Murray that Booker was 
driving the get-away car and was aiding 
and abetting. Polk argued that there is a 
lack of identification, he was just sitting as 
a passenger, he did not go into the home 
and only portions of the statements were 
used. 

Prosecutor Murray in pretrial found there 
was sufficient circumstantial evidence. 

Judge Bill stated, “Do I feel Judge Oakley 
has abused his discretion? No. Not being in 
the courtroom to hear the emotion of the 
testimony, it’s a close call. It’s a weak case. 
I understand how he reached his decision. 
Motion to quash, Denied.” 

The prosecutor made the same plea offer 
to Booker as to the others. 

All defendants are charged with two 
counts of armed robbery, home invasion 
in the first degree, and possession of 
marijuana. Marsh and Fair also have 
weapons charges. The charges could bring 
up to life in prison. 

The defendants are all out on $10,000 
cash bond each and wearing tethers. 

An alleged fifth member of the group, 
Raymond Hicks, was not charged. 

A hearing for the motion to quash was first 
set for Aug. 3, but not held because two of 
the attorneys did not show up, according to 
the prosecutor.

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Kovach vs. VBT case to 
hear oral arguments on 
Sept. 12 in Circuit Court

Attorneys for Louis Kovach and Van 
Buren Township met with Circuit Court 
Judge John Gillis, Jr. on Friday and agreed 
to postpone oral arguments in the law suit 
until 9 a.m., Sept. 12, before Judge Gillis. 

John R. Day, representing Kovach, said 
attorney David Greco, representing VBT, 
et. al, had filed a thick brief at 1 p.m. the 
previous day and Day didn’t have time to 
study it and respond. 

Day said this was the first time he and 
Kovach have received a detailed report on 
the township’s position. The previous brief 
from the township answered a simple yes 
or no to each charge. 

Friday’s court session had been set as 
a hearing for the township to show cause 
why Kovach’s writ of mandamus for relief 
should not be granted. Besides the lot splits 
he seeks damages, costs, and attorney 
fees. 

On July 12, Kovach filed his law suit 
against the Charter Township of Van Buren, 
Terry Carroll, Linda Stevenson, and Tom 
MacDonald. 

The suit concerns lot splits requested by 
Kovach for a portion of the former Coy 
Kendall Greenhouse property at the corner 
of Bemis and Martinsville roads. 

Kovach’s request was denied by the VBT 
Parcel Division Board, made up of Director 


of Planning and Economic Development 
Carroll, Assessor Stevenson, and DPW 
Director MacDonald. 

Four VBT residents, Kovach and his wife 
were present at the court session on Friday 
to hear the proceedings.
